Chairman Robinson said the com­ 
m ission would furnish a statement 
to the operators.

Henry Wilson, lr 
sone negro, barricaded himself in 
the attic of a farmhouse five miles* 
from this city and has successfully 
held at bay a sheriff and force ot 
deputies. 
Deputy Sheriff Barrett poked his 
head though an opening into the 
lift thinking the negro had been 
killed by the 200, or more shots 
fired into the building by the ot' 
fleers, and received a scalp wTOuna 
from a bullet fired by the negro. 
Sheriff Richardson has returned to 
the city for more ammunition an- 
dynamite and intends to blow up 
the house in which tim negro 
is 
hiding. 
The negro two weeks ago 
wras arraigned on a lunacy charge 
and w’as dismissed. 
Later men from a room below lo­ 
cated the negro and fired a fusilade 
through the ceiling some ten. or fif- 
ten bullets 
entering 
the 
negro's 
bodv and killing him instantly.

NAME.

Th** name of this or­ 
ganization shall be The American 
Legion.

lice service. 
Rank does not exist 
in the Legion; no member shall be 
•addressed by his military or naval 
title in anv conventon or meeting 
of the Legion.
